A hose was laid to the basement and 
the water was poured In.

“There is plenty of money in Lon- 
don for legitimate purposes; but the 
Englishman invests his money, not 
for sentimnental, but for business rexn- 
sons; and if he falls to get his divi- 
Gend regularly he is apt to look ask- 
ance at flotations which not pro- 
fnce at flotations which do not pro- 
mark of R. W. McInnes, freight traffic 
manager of the C.P.R., who recently 
returned to Canada from Europe. 
“These Is a feeling in London that pos- 
sibly Canada has been going rather 
fast,” Mr. McInnes said. “That con- 
viction tends to have a tightening ef- 
fect on money, so far as Its fresh in- 
vestment in this country is concerned; 
but do not mistake me—legitimate, 
proper enterprises can get all the 
money they require in London; but 
Canada, also the Argentine and Brazil, 
have been forging ahead; have been 
making large demands; and there is 
that hesitant feeling in consequence, 
in reepect of new enterprises, on the 
part of the countries named. Of 
course, Canada 1s In favor; but it is 
not sentiment that governs in these 
matters; it is business calculation; 
and, as far as borrowing is concerned 
the British Investing public put Can- 
ada on a parity with the other coun- 
tries I have named, from the point of 
view of the dividend. That is not for- 
| gotten; that js the end for which the 
j}money is invested. However, no pro- 
per Canadian enterprise need fear but 
that it will get ample support in the 
J.ondon market.” 

Mr. McInnis found trade exceeding- 
ly good in England; but there was a 
hint, both there and in Germany, that 
this singular briskness might not last. 

In respect of immigration, the C, 


P. R. freight traffic manager remark- 
ed upon the quality of the immigrants 
who came out on the same boat with 
him. “There may be a diminution in 
numbers, perhaps, this year, but the 
quality is decidedly good, We do not 
vant people who will gravitate to the 
citles and stay there. We want people 
who can take up land and work it 
and thus develop the country—people 
who are actually farmers, understand 
the work and have the ambition to 
get along, Then we need an unlimited 
number of domestic servants Tvo 
many cannot come to us. They can 
all be absorbed, We are getting these. 
We are also getting the better class 
of farmer—precisely the quality that 
will aid in the development of the 
country.” 


The new Lake Shore line will give 
practically a new route between Mon- 
treal and Toronto It was undertaken 
because of the difficulties between the 
Grand Trunk and C. P. R., respecting 
connections on the North Bay tracks of 
the former company, or, rather, as part 
of the new program of the company, 
which was determined to parallel the 
Grand Trunk in those parts of On- 
tario which offered the promise of ex- 
tension. 

It was said many years ago by F. 
H, McGuigan, the then manager of 
the Grand Trunk, that certain parts 
of Ontario had reached the limit of 
productiveness or importance, and 
it was for that reason he urged the 
extension of the system westward, 
And Mr. McGuigan was right, as re- 
spects particular portions; but the 
CP. R, felt that there was a bigger 
future before certain districts, which, 
with the opening up of mining regions, 
the increase of population, the doubl- 
ing of industries, would show enlarged 
activity, making it profitable for the 
company to participate in whatever ex- 
pansion showed promise for the fu- 
ture. Besides, there was the thought 
that the C.P.R. must make a more im- 
pressive showing in the province of On- 
tario, Accordingly the C.P.R. began to 
duplicate the older system; and of this 
new propaganda, so to say, the Lake 
Shore line is a large and significant 
feature. 

That it will create new business Is 
confidently believed; but a consider- 
ation which {is not directly associated 
with profits, yet Is not allen thereto, 
{s that by the duplication of the 
tracks there {s set up a closer com- 
munication between the two great cen- 
tres of population in eastern Canada.

ACTION IS TAKEN 


AGAINST CONCERN 
NOT REGISTERING 


Two Washington Oil Compan- 
les Found Doing Business 
Without Certificate, 


WERE REGISTERED IN 
THE UNITED STATES 


Wrong Impression That Oil 
Stock Cannot Be Sold 
Below Par, 


Action has been taken by the 
atturney-general’s department at the 
request of the provincial secretary in 
regard to two Washington companies 
which have been doing business in Cal- 
Kary without being registered in this 
province. One company had been sell- 
ing stock under the seal of the state 
Texas, which is of course, useless in 
this province. Acting on instructions 
from Edmonton, Chief Cuddy, of Cal- 
gary, has been keeping a sharp lookout 
on the oil companies in that city and 
states that he intends to prosecute all 
of] companies carrying on business 
Without having a provincial license. The 
penalty for the offence now charged 
against two Calgary concerns is $50 
per day for each day on which the act 
has been broken, 

Deputy Attorney-General Hunt stat- 
ed today that practically all companies 
doing oil business seemed anxious to 
get into line and in one or two cases 
where they had not registered, it ap- 
peared to have been through lack of 
knowledge of the law. 

There appears to have been an im- 
prersion in some quarters that a com- 
pany had no right to sell stock below 
the par value. While this law holds 
good in regard to other companies, it 
does not apply to mining companies and 
oi] companies coming under this head. 

New oil companies are still belng in- 
corporated at the rate of about elght 


per day. A new Edmonton company, 
the Ensign Oi] company, was incor-

F. T. Fisher, showed gratifying re- | 
sults for the year’s work. 
This kind of association has been! 


organized by the business men of sev- 
eral western cities, the object being 
to assist men from the old country who 
are working here to bring their wives 
and families to Canada, by making aj} 
loan of part of the necessary money, | 

Owing to the fact that there 1s now | 
in most lines a greater supply of men 
than the demand, the policy of the! 
local assoctatlon has grown conser- | 
vative, and It is stated that If possible | 
it will be even more conservative | 
hereafter, until the labor market looks 
more promising, | 

In 1911 and 1912 there were 90 ap- 
plications for aid in bringing out the 
wives and families of men who were 
previously here, Of these 82 were ac- 
cepted, two rejected and the cases 
of five deferred, while the other did | 
not come under the board's jurisdiction. | 
As a result of the 82 cases in which 
ald was given, 800 persons were 
brought out. 

In 1918, 100 aplications were received, 
77 of which were accepted, 10 rejected 
and the remaining 18 deferred, In that 
year 265 persons were brought to the 
city from the old country in this 
manner, 

The total amount paid for trans- 
portation up to the end of 1913 was 
$24,207.06, of which $20,075.08 was paid 
back by the applicants up to that date 
Of all the cases in which aid was giv- 
en, 48 of the accounts were entirely 
closed up at December 31, 1913. 

Since the beginning of this year, 26 
more applications have been made, and 
20 of these have been accepted, two 
rejected and three deferred. The num- 
ber brought out this year was 81, at a} 
cost of $3,666.85, of which 34 per cent., | 
or $1,266 was paid by the applicants 
as deposits.

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BILL UNDER CRITICISM. 


If the acquisition of local citizenship is made more diffi- 
cult in Canada than in other of the self-governing dominions, 
we are simply handicapping ourselves in the competition for 
population. 

The act respecting British nationality, naturalization and 
aliens, realises, albeit in a slightly different form, the ideal laid 
before the imperial conference of 1911 by Sir Wilfrid Laur- 
ier—a British subject anywhere, a British subject everywhere. 
The difference involved is that in the plan agreed to by Sir 
Wilfrid Laurier, a certificate of Canadian naturalization 
could be issued to an alien who had resided three years in 
Canada, and upon the completion of other two years 
of residence anywhere within the empire, the natur- 
alized person could obtain a certificate of imperial na- 
turalization. The bill now before the house abrogates the ex- 
isting naturalization law of Canada, and five years’ residence 
becomes the necessary qualification for naturalization, but 
such naturalization instead of being restricted to Canada 
makes the naturalized alien a British subject everywhere. 

Whether the abrogation of the three years’ residence and 
the granting of Canadian naturalization is good policy is a 
very debatable point. As Sir Wilfrid Laurier pointed out in 
the house of commons, the five years’ residence involves a 
change in the dominion lands act under which before a home- 
steader can get his patent he must become a British subject. 
Thus instead of three years it will be necessary in the future for 
an alien homesteader to put in five years on his homestead, an 
additional service which will bear heavily on the poorer home- 
steaders and will have some effect in retarding settlement on 
the land. It is a doubtful gain for Canada to impose restric- 
lions upon the development of the land in order to gain the 
privilege of confering in one action Canadian and imperial 
citizenship. The conference of 1911 accepted the proposals of 
Mr, Winston Churchill embracing an adoptive imperial act 
which would define British citizenship and a five years’ resi- 
dence qualification in any part of the empire for imperial 
naturalization, leaving the question of local naturalization en- 
lirely an affair of the government concerned, Thus Canada 
would grant local or Canadian citizenship on three years’ 
residence, and the certificate thus obtained could be exchanged 
{wo years later for a certificate conferring full and complete 
British citizenship. 

Uniformity in imperial naturalization is imperative; uni- 
formity in local naturalization is neither necessary nor un- 
qualifiedly desirable, and while it simplifies the procedure of 
naturalization, it at the same time creates conditions that are 
not altogether an unmixed blessing to the country.

A sharp flurry in the oll market and 
a general briskness in the buying and 
selling of all oil stocks may be looked 
for locally before many days are past, 
by reason of a number of very recent 
happenings on the Calgary market and 
the announcement that a heavy flow of 
oll from the Dingman well took place 
late Wednesday xufternoon. Othet 
wells also, such as United, Monargh, 
McDougall-Segur and Mowbray-Berke- 
ley, during the last few days have 
shown Increased gas pressure and tho 
strongest indications of wnlimited oll 
in the depths beneath. 

A great move has been on foot the 
last two deys to secure Monarch hold- 
ings, owing to their announcement that 
the management was about to an- 
nounce a stock dividend to share hold- 
ers of record of June 17th. Each 
shareholder on record on the com- 
pany's books on that day will be entitl- 
ed to subscribe for one share In the 
capital of the company for each share 
that he now holds. As 4 result of 
this announcement the price of Mon- 
arch quickly jumped from $15 to $20 
per share, and all loose stock was 
quickly picked up at that figure, The 
Monarch company control some 122,« 
000 acres cf oll land. 
drilling at their Olds well and are 
down 697 feet.

The p ects for oll at tha 
United well are exceptionally bricht 
and if a strike is imade—and this is 
likely to occur in the very near fu- 
ture—there will be another tremendous 
sale of oll stock in this city and else- 
where, 

The McDougall-Segur well is now at 
a depth cf over 2400 feet. The Mow- 
bray Berkeley well is down to 1700 
feet ond the drillers are at work daily. 
The well at Black Diamond No. 1 con 
tinues to produce ofl seepage, a crude 
black petroleum, at a depth of 1579 
feet. These are the latest reports from 
the wells where operations have pro- 
ceeded the farthest. All eyes are on 
the drillers. Managing Director G. FE. 
Puck. of the Black Diamond company, 
states that the drillers working every 
day at that well, but that progress ta 
slow owlng to hard formations encoun- 
tered at that depth, and that only a 
foot an4 a half or two feet can be drill- 
ed each day.

London, June 5—The King and 
Queen held court at Buckingham pal- 
ace yesterday, and in spite of precau- 
tions a militunt suffragette gained ac- 
cess to their presence and caused an

As she was passing the King the 
suffragette dropped on her knees and 
shouted: 

“Your majesty, for God's sake do not 
use force.” 

The woman was attired in court 
dress and her action caused profound | 
astonishment, She continued to ad- | 
monish the King, but her words were 
inaudible, as the conductor of the band 
in the gallery, quick to observe the In- | 
cident, signalled to the band to play 
louder, and the woman's voice was 
drowned, 


Intruder Arrested. 

She was immediately removed from 
the roorn and handed over to the po- 
lice, The name of the woman is not 
known, and close inquirles are being |
